THE RECENT CONVENTION AT NASHVILLE. 
Speciai Correepondence of The Chicage Triowne, 

NASAMLL, Tenn., April 8.—The Colored Na- 
tional Convention, which has just adjourned 
here, was something more than a bubble upon 
the black sea. It was an immense tidal wave, 
upon which rode the ship of independent thought. 
and independent action. Its exhibition as much 
astonished the Northern delegates to it as it did 
the native whites of Tennessee, because it was 
wholly unexpected. But this was but the breal:- 
ing loose of a dam whose waters had for some 
time past been underminiog the solid wall ia 
which they had always maintained the utmost 
confidence. Edward Froman, the editor of a jour- 
nal at Memphis devoted fo the interests of the 
colored race, told me that this undercurreut of 
feeling had been flowing for some time past, 
and nothing would check ite course. The 
Southern negroes had determined to throw aif 
the political influence so long wielded over them 
by the eglored leaders of the North, whom, be 


said, bad ceased to understand the status of the 
negro at the South.

A vast assemblage greeted Mr. Edwin Booth 
in his personation of Shylock last night. The 
lower floor of the auditorium and the balcony 
were completely filled, and even in the regions 
of the blessed—the gallery of the gods—there 
was a flattering attendarice. It was a sight to 
soe the balcony thronged. That part of the 
house is generally the last filled, and the fect 
that Mr. Booth has drawn so many people to 
it is, an indication that he is receiving 
the patronage of the best class of theatre- 
goers,—those who come not to be seen 
or to be fashionable, but to eater thoroughly 
imto the spirit of the play, to sympathize with 
the true art and condemn the bad, and to de- 
rive pleasure from pure and elevating dramatic 
entertainments. This class of people go sel- 
dom to the theatre, but, when they go, they go 
in earnest ; and we imagine more discriminating 
criticism, more comprehensive apprekension of 
the good, and more generous allowance for the 
bad, can be found in that région than in the 
dress-circle or the parquette.

THE ELECTION FOR MAYOR. 

The Ballot. Bow-Stuffor and Thieves’ Organ, 
pretending to be a Republican paper, is do- 
ing what it can to produce a division in the 
Republican party on the Mayoralty question, 
and thus defeat all the efforts to have a Mayor 
in place of the present ueurper. This organ, 
hired and paid out of the City Treasury by 
Co vm, and the thieves generally of the city, 
does but its masters’ bidding by urging Cor vrx 
to hold on, and by urging Republicans to di- 
vide and leave Col vm in unquestioned pos- 
session. The attempt to divide the Repub- 
lican party on this question of the Mayoralty 
can have no effect but to strengthen Colvin- 
ism. It is only necessary to state the facts: 
In the Republican City Convention last w 
a delegate offered a resolution in the follow- 
ing terms: 

That this Convention recommends the calling of a 
mass-meeting of citizens, trrespectiwe ef party, at the 
Exposition Building, if it can be procured, or at Far- 


well Hall, Tuesday next, at 8 o'clock, to nominate a 
candidate for Mayor, to be voted for at the city elec- 


tion, which takes place on the third Tuesday ef April, 
1876. 

That resolution was adopted unanimously. 
The Republican City Convention sought to 
bring out the full moral protest of the people 
of Chicago against the usurpation of Acting 
Convex. It was mot deemed sufficient to 
have the protest of the Republican party 
alone, because the Oonvention desired the 
non-partisan judgment of ouster against Cor- 
vin. Had the Republican Convention merely 
wanted the nomination of a Republican candi- 
date for Mayor, it would have nominated 
that candidate then and there and ended the 
matter; but the Convention was not acting 
in the interest of Cym, and therefore 
advised the union of all opponents of Couvoy 
and the nomination of a candidate by a non- 
partisan meeting. The Democratic City 
Convention, after a severe struggle with the 
Colvinites, by a three-fourths vote, united in 
the call for the meeting. 

Pending the meeting of this Mass Conven- 
tion of citizens of all parties, Tux Tarrmonz 
had pointed out that the men voting for 
Mayor would not legally elect one, and had 
urged the selection of candidates for Alder- 
men with the view of the selection of a 
Mayor from that body. It had suggested also 
that the moral effect of the popular protest 
against Colvinism might be as well secured 
by the selection of two candidates for Mayor, 
each running also for Aldermen. But the 
persons having the matter in charge decided 
otherwise. A joint committee, selected from 
both parties, determined that it was best to 
have the whole vote concentrated on one 
candidate, and, as that candidate had to be 
some person who was either a Democrat or 
a Republican, the Republican members of 
the Committee, as well as the Democrats, 
thought it was the best policy to nominate 
Mr. Horxz as a non-partisan candidate and 
to support him as such. 

Here was a Mass Convention originally 
called by the Republican party as one to be 
held irrespective of party.” In that call the 
Democratic party united. The end sought 
was a popular and nota party one, and the 
means were to the union of the whole people, 
and not a mere party and therefore abor- 
tive effort to act for the whole people.

THE PEOPLE’S BATTLE IN CHICAGO. 

It may possibly occur to some of our 
country readers that an unusually generous* 
portion of the space in Tue Tam is de- 
voted just at present to local politics, both 
city, 7 county, and town. We think we can 
present thig class of our readers who live 
beyond the limits of the city with reasons for 
this sufficient to reconcile them and to con- 
vines them of the overwhelming importance 
of the topics discussed. The problem which 
now concerns the stability and perpetuity of 
the American Republic is the government 
of great cities. Upon the honest, economical, 
and just administration of city governments, 
and their rescue from the thraldom of cor- 
rupt rings and tax-eating vultures, depends 
the permanence of our general republican 
form of government. If this problem is not 
solved, revolution of the people will be an 
event of the near future. JEFFERSON recog- 
nized this problem more than sixty years ago, 
although at that time he had no conception 
of political abuses and corruptions as 
they now exist. There were in his day no 
professional bummer claks, no rings of men 
engaged in tax-eating as a business; but 
he very clearly foresaw what might take 
place when the American cities increased in 
population and wealth, and the criminal class- 
es waxed strong enough to seize upon them. 
Chicago has reached the perilous condition 
which Jryvrzrnson so much dreaded. Within 
the past few years the professional bummers, 
and the loafers, vagabonds, scallawags, gam- 
blers, and thieves, all of whom may be classed 
as criminal, have seized upon the City, Coun- 
ty, and Town Governments, They have se- 
cured the power of levying and disbursing 
from eight to ten millions of taxes, They 
have control of all contracts and jobs, They 
have control also of most of the polls and 
ballot-boxes, and defy the people by intimi- 
dation and violence at the polls and 
stuffing of the boxes, and by in- 
solence and taunt when the people de- 
mand that they shall have their richte—an 
honest election and the induction into 
office of those who are honestly elected, The 
people are cheated of their rights and disfran- 
chised. Juries are corrupted so that crimi- 
nals of the bummer class cannot be convict- 
ed. Taxes are increased to ruinous propor- 
tions and squandered in jobs. The Treasury 
is empty and debt increases. The credit of 
the city jis being destroyed. The city is in 
arrears for the pay of its employes, such as 
policemen, firemen, and school-teachers. 
The reputation of the city for good order and 
good government, and security to life and 
property, has been damaged. Such is Chi- 
cago to-day. And now, having inficted this 
blow upon the good name and fame of the 
city, the bummers and scallawags have com- 
menced to devastate and destroy the property 
of its citizens.

THE STORIES ABOUT MR. BLAINE. 

It is not strange, perhaps, that Mr. Barn, 
as a formidable aspirant for the Presidency, 
should be the hero of a good many stories to 
his disadvantage. The social scandal was 
disposed of in Tun Trisuwz of yesterday 
fully and finally, and should now be dropped 
out of the reckoning. As to the other we 
will give the two versions that have come to 
us, one apparently from the cluster of satel- 
lites that revolve around the presence of Mr.

Ordered, That Montron, Buss & Co. be authorized 
to draw on the Treasurer of this Company for $64,000, 
peyable forty days from date, and hold as collateral 
security for the Company seventy-five land-grant 
bonds of the Little Rock & Fort @mith Railroad of 
$1,000 each. 

The inference which the Democrats draw 


from their own statement of the case is that 
Ban enjoyed the benefit of the $64,000. 
They also cite a sequel to the story in con- 
firmation thereof, viz.: That, after the Little 
Rock & Fort Smith Railroad had defanlted, 
and the Legislature had passed a law requir-

2. The Alleged Morton Version.—The ver- 
sion of this reported transaction first print- 
ed in the Indianapolis Sentinel, and said to 
emanate from Mr. Morton’s friends, is some- 
what different. It is said that Mr. Hannison, 
a Director of the Union Pacific Company, 
whose appointment was secured by Senator 
Morton, came across the order quoted above, 
and introduced a resolution calling for a 
committee to investigate this payment of $64,- 
000; and that Mr. Rott, the of 
the Board of Directors, went to Mr. Harzison 
and said to him: Tou mut withdraw that 
resolution. An investigation will involve Mr. 
Branm and defeat his re-election to Con- 
gress. He got the money.” Thereupon the 
resolution was withdrawn. We have also 
heard an addendum to the story which is not 
included in the statement made by the Senti- 
nel. It is to the effect that Mr. James F. 
Wnson, of Iowa, an ex-member of 
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bonds for one of his constituents, at the re- 
quest of the latter, to Col. Tom Scorr, who 
was then President of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road; that the money was sent immediately 
to the person for whom the bonds were sold ; 
and that he had no personal interest what- 
ever in the transaction.

THE EDUCATIONAL BATTLE IN FRANCE. 

The great educational battle which has 
been fought so many times in Europe is now 
about to be waged in the National Assembly 
of France. Upon the surface the contest 
concerns the right of the State to confer 
university degrees, but in reality it involves 
the whole question of popular education in 
France, and is only another episode in the 
chronic contest between Ultramontanism and 
Liberalism, between those who are bound 
hand and foot by the Vatican decrees and 
these who believe in the divorce of Church 
and State. ‘The bill which has been intro- 
duced relative to the conferring of degrees 
originated with M. Wappisoron, Minister of 
Education, an Anglicized Frenchman, who is 
an Englishman by family and who, born in 
France, was educated at Rugby and Cam- 
bridge, and in reality involves the very prac- 
tical questions who shall bestow education 
aud under what conditions. As it involves 
every one of the professions, and touches 
closely upon the great question of education 
in the free elementary schools, it will be seen 
at once that the contest for the right of con- 
ferring university degrees in reality includes 
educational, religious, and political infiu- 
ences, and therefore will be watched with 
great interest the world over. : 

The London Times, in elucidating the pur- 
poses of Minister Wappmieron’s bill, gives 
an interesting sketch of the educational his- 
tory of France. At the time the first Na- 
POLEON came into power, the higher educa- 
tion was directed by many universities, some 
of them conferring degrees and some not. 
He consolidated the educational prerogative 
by establishing one great university, which 
was in reality the State, the Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction being the chief dignitary of 
the university, and every one of its officials 
servants of the Government. The State ap- 
pointed all the professors in the universities, 
and does now, and they were under the ab- 
solute control of the Government. He 
placed the granting of degrees in the hands 
of this university, and he made them indis- 
pensable passports to the practice of every 
one of the professions. Furthermore, no 
one could open the least important infant 
school or the most important college without 
its consent. This first aroused the opposi- 
tion of the clergy, who found themselves 
powerless in their influence upon the free 
schools. They made a determined protest, 
and eontended that the Church had 
the right to educate the children of its own 
members. This protest eventually led to 2 
break in the monopoly. Under the Republic 
of 1848 a Commission was appointed to con- 
sider the matter of free instruction, and in 
1850 voluntary bodies were allowed to open 
schools and colleges. Under this concession 
the teaching Brothers well-nigh monopolized 
the education of the young, and the Jesuits 


over education. The present Parliament, 
which is largely Republican, has now deter- 
mined to offset the triumphs of the last. One 
of these was the granting of facilities for the 
creation of free universities, and an arrange- 
ment that their students, when 
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academical 
bill also is the question of absolutely free ed- 
ucation. The contest will be a theological 
one,—one party trying to lessen the power of 
the clergy, and the other to increase it, one 
party seeking to strip the clergy of its power 
over the schools, and the other to bring the 
schools under their domination. It is a con- 
test which will excite universal interest, al- 
though there can hardly be a doubt which 
way it will turn, considering the immense 
Republican majority in the Parliament. It 
will be watched with special interest in the 
United States, since a Republican victory 
upon this question will emancipate the ig 
norant peasantry of France from the thrall- 
dom of the clergy, who are all Royalists or

publicanism in France.

Curious. Mishap of a Seal. 
Worecster (ass.) Spy. 

Mr. A. N. Hoxie, of Foxborough, Mass. re- 
ccntly shot a seal on the rocks at Hope Island., 
down the bay, where he is now living, which 
measured 4 fee: 945 inches in length. He ought 
to have been a good-sized seal, judging by his 
length; but he wasn’t, which is not to be von- 
dered at under the ci stances.

The Man Bug. 

The San Francisco News-Letier describes the 
newest discovery in natural history, being an in- 
sect which bas been christened without consult- 
ing the scientists—or, as the News-Letler 3 
them, bug sharps”—a man bag.” The de- 
scription is as follows: ‘‘The creature has a 
body of a dark green color, mottied with yellow 
or orange-colored spots. This is about 5 inches 
long by 24¢ broad, of a beetle shape, and ter- 
minating at the bead in s pair of red and very 
vicious looking eyes and two horny mandibles of 
a like color and a decidedly suappish appear- 
ance. It has no appearatce of wings. Its most 
peculiar feature, however, is a single of 
spidery legs attached to the lower end of its 
body. These are about 12 or 14 inches in length, 
and eingutarly resemble those of aman in ro- 
gard to the joints and the fact that it stands bolt 
upright upon them. The creature stands some 
foot aod a bolf hich, walks with along, crane- 
like stride, and is like nothing eo much as an im- 
mente June bug on stilts. Its only known food 
is mice, aud these, when introduced into the 
lasge bird-cage that conjpes it, it seizes with a 
sudden dash Of ite foot or claw and dispatches 
voraciously.” It was found on the Island of 
Iwiwaa, some 60 miles south of Steinberger’s 
domain. ;

This led us to ioquire about the family, and 
as the bistorioal sketoh will prove interesting at 
this time, we make notes of the leading facts. 
Far back in the history of the country the Bra- 
tows came over from England, aad were highly 
connected. They setiled in Virginia. Bou 
Bristow, grand-uocle of the present Secretary 


of the N was killed at the battle of 
Brandywine, This man was highly esteemed, 
aud his name has been perpetuated in the family. 
Archibald Bristow, grandfather of the present 
B. H. Bristow, emigrated from Virginia to Ken- 
tucky in the days of Daniel Boobs, aud settied 
finally in Clark County. His son, Francis Marion, 
was born in that county. He became a prominent 
man, and the intimate personal and poli 1 friend 
-of Henry Clay. He was to Congress, Where 
he served two terms. He was a very decided Whig, 
aud such were bis feeliugs in regard to slavery that 
he infarmed his slaves that they were at liberty to go 
free whenever they pleased. His father, Archibald, 
the grandfather of B. H. Bristow, emancipated his 
Slaves and settled them in Ohio. 

When the War broke out, Francis Marion Brietow 
espoused the Union side, and he done it wiih so much 
resolution and decision that he was forced to leave his 
home, and took refuge » ib his brother and sister in 
lilinos, His two sons. H. and Frank, entered the 
Union em., ead in e War di ed that valor 
which was characteristic of the family. The Rebel 
e zmpathizers destroyed the residence of B. H. Sristow 
at Hopkinsville, and made waste the beautiful grounds 
which had been adarned under the direction of bis 
— tushy wife, but B. H. continued to fight. and to 
exhibit that manly firmness and prowess which he 
hovest!y inherited. 

Archibald. the grandfather of B. H., whe received 
the certificate granted above, was a Baptist preacher. 
His last words were, I do not know that I ever 
wronged a human being out of a ent. Honesty, 
fairness, and courage were his lead characteristics. 
This is also true of jamin H. Bristow, whose cour- 

was more severely tested when, as Secretary of the 
Treasury, he faced the whisky thieves, than when as a 
soldier he faced the enemy in the open field; To go 
through as he has done required “ — 2 
alacrity, manly 38 and prowcss,” oa 
— whieh his grandfather exhibited in the ex- 
pedition to Fort Defiance, and which his father dis- 
played when, at the outbreak of the War, on Kentucky

LEAVITT STREET CHURCH, 
INSTALLATION OF THE REV.
